U Is common to see or hear a statement by the head of an 
educational Institution to the effect that various services are 
being rendered toman. Thus both men and women students 
write sentences like fhts one: "AAan would come to a better 
understanding of life W he could discuss these vaguely 
disturbing truths." If such students could read various and 
numerous university documents, they would h>ave no trouble 
findtngamplesubstantlatlonof their male language bias. Just 
as an example, the attendance rules of a University Se^v^te 
are now wr;tfen so as tosu9gest that only mates belong to It. 
But perhaps one- third ol the faculty are women, and there Is 
anlmportant part ofthe Senate whoare women. 

O course, not everything Is referred to in malo terms. At 
times, as in the following, matters get quite confused: " If one 
has the desire to reply on America's behalf when she Is at- 
tacked, and Is even willing fo enter combat for her, and Is 
even willing toglve up his Itfe for her if she asks, then he m^ay 
be considered an American."

From the beginning, women who 
worked to have the ballot In this country were known as 
suffragettes.

And that is really all there Is to tt. A doctor Is usually a man, 
but It Is not appropriate to refer to a "lady doctor". What Is 
being asked Is that the person dolna the work be iudged In 
terms of preparation, In the case of a doctor certified by a 
government agency, rather than In relation to the accident of 
sex. 

At first society generally expressed Its surprise that women 
could do things other than be attractive sexiially. bear 
children, or perform functions nrien did not find attractive at 
low pay by attaching a feminine ending.

Unfortunately, some of the efforts to eliminate this form of 
discrimination have resulted In awkwardnesses which have 
caused negative reaction. People who occupied the chair* of 
a deliberative body have long been known as chairman, 
largely hacause a woman never got into a position of 
leaderJilp. It Is suggested that the person who gives 
leadctship, from a country down to the most limited of 
committees, might v/ell be designated In terms of function 
without regard to sex. Ihusone who presides Is the pres dent. 
In a committee, one usually does noore than direct legls atlve 
traffic. Perhaps the person could be known as coordinator or 
director or something else. . . u »i ^ 

The person who chairs a noting need not be called the 
chairperson, for we are all persons. Chairone seems unat- 
h-adlve. Thus the solution could be found In deciding what the 
person Is doing and f lr>ding an appropriate asexual term. 

Some people have had needless trouble with Congressman.

At 
that, the resulting list of J54 laws makes Interesting reading. 
For example, in Indiana, a man can be apprehended as a 
tramp, but not a woman. 

AVx-e impor tantly, that report was dated January ». \m. 
Just about a month later, a county ludge In Indiana threw out 
of court a charge against a female dancer for indecent ex- 
posure. The ludge pointed out that the law specifically refers 
toa person exposing an inappropriate part of his body. 

that the confusion over this point was not limited to Indiana 
is made clear by the fact thai, in early April, 1973, IHe Ohio 
House of Representatives was considering Section 3Cof HB 
30?, which read in part: "No person may require another 
person 1o perform, participate in or undergo an abortion of 
pregnancy against his wIlL" ( Italics added.) 

Thus it is apparent that there is a growing need for ac- 
curately written laws. And it is obvious that much leverage 
may be applied legally. 

A University Should Watch Its Language 

Educational institutions are particularly vulnerable to the 
problem ot routine language carelessness in writing 
regulations, procedures, and decisions. The "generic he < 
which the Indiana Legislative Council assumed, tias been 
taken for granted quite routinely in academic circles. 

Analysis of the misuse of the male pronoun In ttie graduate 
catalog of one Institution uncovered nearly 200 errors of this 
nature. These mis usages, which apply to all AAangllsh, were 
found to fall into five categories, which are listed with 
examples and suggested revisions:

But Seriously, Folks . . ^ . . ^ ^ 

It Is. of course, embarrassing, particularly to trained ana 
Intelligent people, to have sexual uiMalrness In language 
pointed out to them. They feel, rightly, a conscious or un^ 
conscious sense cf betrayal by the conventions they have been 
encouraged to follo^v and M\\c\n they had never stopped to 
question. The reaction is often delensive. 

Linguiftlcally capable people often resort to a specfes or 
evasion. "Iheynot only ask if the matter Is n serious one. They 
also make linguistic lokes. outstandingly using the pun or 
playonwords, which stands revealed Inatl its nakedness asa 
weapon rather than a toy. What Is hoped for, often qu te 
openly. Is to reduce the discussion to a meaningless absurdity. 

One writer, with the social awareness of an auto thief, 
suggested that a Human Relations Committee should be 
called the Hoperson Committee. The device of pretending to 
believe that random sylfables have sexual significance Is 
representative of thepllHuf state ot defense. But It Is common 
and should be guarded against. Sample swords used In such 
Irresponsible reactions are: amen, Hercules, mandate, 
heroin, history, boycott. There are, ot course, many 
such totally-lrretevant words. 

Perhaps thOK^lmptest approach to this vicious nonsens^^ 
v/ouldbetosL^st that Hercules was not a sissy. Careful use 
of one's own language and a llttfe patient application ot 
reason usually works on the curable sores of this disease. 

It has to be remembered that men and women will ckxjb- 
tiess continue to exploit each other as long as they exist, lust 
as murder Is to be expected to occur. But this Is not a res^son to 
fall to Insist on more thoughtf uJ and considerate attention to 
sexual elements In lang uage. People who are so clever about 
being obstructive should be won over' and their talents put to 
work to help remove linguistic pollution from our en- 
vlronment-

There are none SO blind as Ihose who won't se^. 
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Solutions over Probkim . . ^ , . 

Various aspects o1 providing solutions to ttie complex of 
problems relatlnj to accomplishing sexual fairness In 
language have already been suggested. A very Important 
factor Is thai English has all the resources needed to 
ellmlodte the traditional and prevailing male sexual bl»sjn 
utterance. Some think H Is necessary to Invent new words, 
resurrect o(U ones, or employ awkward (rather blatantly- 
insistent) forms. This rarcty, It ever, Is troe. Even when It Is, 
the simplest, least obtrusive way Is best. The most Important 
thing is to show that decency Is natural and feasible. 
Language which strains v^.ll Impede that realization. 

Thus 'eliminating sexual unfairness emerges as possible 
with materials avaitaWe. It Is also something that any one can 
do, in speaking or writing, all the time. (II Is, of course, 
recommended for sleep-talklng.) Many are already showing 
that they know how to show awareness of the need of alert 
language In connection with sexual justice. 

"Ho faculty member should ever be forced to ioln any 
union, though he-she may wish to have that organization 
represent the faculty." The use of he-she Is common by people 
who do not want to be guilty of AAangllsh or femmlsh. It can 
be Improved upon. The vK^tence could read, "Isto faculty 
member should ever bo forced to ioln any un!on, even thw>gh 
wishing to have lhat organlzaHon represent the faculty. 
Quite commonly sexual reference Is urnecessary* as In this 
case. Doubtless, he-she Is used because it pronounces more 
easily than she he, but some one might think the use of It 
represented a preference. \i , 

The same may be said of "his or her". A/tentlon was made of 
the fad that "every voter will get his or her choice" In an 
electfon. BoHer would be "will have a choice"- 
* Sometimes slight restructuring wlK help. "Your life in- 
surance agent Is a trusted family financial adviser. He or she 
Is a person of character and professional skill." can be Im^ 
proved to read, "Your life Insurance agent Isa trusted family 
financial adviser, a person of character.. ." ^ 

Here are two good examples of Impersonal use to avoid the 
almost unanimous reference, even by wonrw, to children as 
he: "You pick up the child and return It to Its hon>e/' "In- 
stead, yourchlid needs to be taught to be self-reliant and able 
to fend for itself, at least at the level of its own group." ^ 

At times thought is given to an Improvement and not 
completed. A poHtical figure visited a brassiere factory^ 
which probably had an overwhelming majority of wonr>en 
employees.
